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• A question has arisen recently from several officers seeking to purchase Cook County time under 
214(c), who previously worked for the County in various positions, such as deputy sheriff, 
correctional officer, et cetera. As part of the service purchase application, each officer submits 
documents indicating his/her employment from the former employer. The Fund also obtains 
confirmation that each applicant removed his/her contributions from the Cook County Pension Fund. 
Each officer is then placed on agenda for the purchase request. Recently, a few officers have 
indicated that they would like to purchase a fraction of their prior service, not the entire employment 
period. The practice has been that that whole employment period is purchased, not fractions thereof.

SHALL CONTINUE. APPROVAL AND PAYMENT FOR THE ENTIRE PERIOD OF PRIOR
